There are also two Singapore postage due markings of “4” indicating that 
postage due of 4 cents was charged.

The arrival mark of Medan is 13.6.14 on copies of 
the 5 cents and 10 cents postage due stamps.

There is a Penang to Singapore maritime arrival mark on the reverse of 
NO 14 1914 indicating that it was carried on the SS Oriental which arrived in Singapore on that day. 
There is also a Singapore postage due mark of “4” indicating that postage due of 4 cents was charged.

The arrival marks of Singapore are on 3 August (when it was censored) 
and 7 August 1915 (for delivery) are on the reverse as is a Singapore postage due mark of “4” indicating 

that postage due of 4 cents was charged.
